Gentlemen, — 

THE  Rural  District  of  Whitchurch,  Hants,  is  situated  in  the  Valley  of  the  Test,  and 
consists  of  three  divisions,  viz.,  Whitchurch,  Overton,  and  St.  Mary  Bourne,  each  with 
some  adjoining  Parishes.  The  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  mainly  agricultural  ;  but  a  certain 
number  are  employed  in  a  Paper  Mill,  a  Jam  Factory,  and  Slop-work  (Clothing),  also  a  few 
in  a  small  Silk  Mill.

On  comparing  the  statistics  on  Table  I.,  annexed,  with  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  Births  in  the  whole  District  has  fallen  from  152,6,  or  a  rate 
of  26‘4,  to  147,  or  a  rate  of  25’2,  and  that  the  Deaths,  Avhioh  averaged  71,  or  a  rate  of  12.2, 
are  for  this  year  72,  or  a  rate  of  1 2*3,  but  this  latter  requires  to  be  corrected  by  the  addition 
of  5  Deaths  which  occurred  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  District,  so  bringing  the  Nett 
Deaths  to  77,  or  a  rate  of  13*2.  It  should  be  observed  that  the  deaths  of  Infants  under  one 
year  of  age,  which  for  the  past  ten  years  averaged  15'0,  or  a  rate  of  97-0,  has  fallen  to  6,  or 
a  rate  of  40’8. 


The  Infant  Mortality  Table  V.,  introduced  1905,  shows  that  of  the  6  Deaths  of  Children 
under  one  year  of  age  3  lived  less  than  one  week  owing  to  causes  connected  with  birth,  and 
that  the  deaths  of  3  only  were  due  to  other  causes  ;  and  that  the  Illegitimate  Births  number  4, 
with  no  Death  among  them.

Of  which  Influenza,  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Rheumatism  form  the  chief  features. 

With  regard  to  the  Health  of  the  District  it  may  be  said  to  have  been  good  generally, 
but  the  list  of  Deaths  is  swollen  by  the  number  of  old  people,  20  being  upwards  of  75  years 
of  age,  of  whom  9  were  over  80  years  of  age. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  earlier  months  of  the  year,  and  occurred  at 
intervals  later,  5  deaths  being  primarily  attributed  to  it. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  caused  jointly  18  deaths. 

Diphtheria.— Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  viz.,  three  in  .January  and 
February  in  Whitchurch,  one  in  May  in  St.  Mary  Bourne,  one  in  August  at  Overton,  and  one 
in  December  at  an  outlying  part  of  Whitchurch:  these  were  all  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  at  Overton,  an  adult  isolated  at  home.  There  was  no 
apparent  connection  between  any  of  the  cases. 

Erysipelas  was  notified  in  15  cases,  the  greater  part  being  in  the  hot  weather  of 

J  une  and  J  uly. 

Scarlet  Fever. — One  case  in  an  adult  was  notified  from  an  outlying  part  of  St.  Mary 
Bourne  in  January,  and  was  satisfactorily  isolated  at  home;  its  origin  could  not  be  traced.  On 
November  5th  a  case  was  notified  in  Whitchurch,  and  on  the  same  day  five  cases  from  one 
house  at  Hurstbourne  Priors,  a  village  in  the  Whitchurch  Division,  four  of  them  being 
servants  and  one  a  child  of  the  family.  The  case  in  Whitchurch  was  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  on  the  6th,  and  the  four  servants  on  the  10th.  No  satisfactory  explanation  of  the 
outbreak  could  be  ascertained,  though  sore  throat  was  said  to  have  been  prevalent  in  the 
village.  On  December  17th  a  case  of  a  child  attending  the  Hurstbourne  Priors  Schools  was 

notified  and  removed  to  the  Hospital  the  same  day.  On  December  21st,  in  consequence  of  a 

report  that  a  child  was  ill  at  an  isolated  house  near  the  village,  and  that  no  doctor  had  been 

called  in,  I  visited  the  house  with  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  found  one  child  evidently 

desquamating.  Three  other  children  were  at  home  that  morning,  but  as  they  had  been  attending 
the  school  1  recommended  the  managers  to  close  the  school,  it  being  only  two  days  before  the 
holidays,  and  directed  that  the  schools  be  disinfected.  I  ascertained  that  a  doctor  had  been 
sent  for  that  morning,  and  the  case  was  subsequently  notified.  I  reported  this  case  to  your 
Council,  who  directed  that  the  parent  should  be  written  to  and  cautioned.  No  further  case  has 
occurred  to  this  date  (January  13th,  1909). 

Puerperal  Fever. — Of  the  two  cases  classed  under  this  head,  one  of  which  was  fatal, 
there  is  little  to  be  said,  except  that  they  were  attended  professionally  and  followed  severe 
complications  in  delivery.  A  nurse,  who  is  a  midwife,  was  in  attendance  on  each  case,  and  I 
notified  the  same  to  the  Inspector  of  Mid  wives,  who  visited  them  and  gave  instructions. 

Phthisis  caused  five  deaths,  viz.,  two  in  Whitchurch,  two  in  Overton,  and  one  in 
St.  Mary  Bourne.  Disinfection  was  subsequently  carried  out. 

During  the  year  1 1  Patients  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  viz.,  5  Diphtheria  and 
6  Scarlet  Fever.  The  Hospital  is  provided  by  the  District  Council,  and  its  accommodation  is 
sufficient ;  it  has  certainly  proved  of  great  service  and  benefit  to  this  Rural  District. 

Disinfection  of  premises,  bedding,  and  clothing,  where  infectious  disease  has  occurred,  and 
in  other  cases  as  recommended,  has  been  carefully  carried  out  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances, 
and  disinfectants  supplied  as  required.  The  arrangement  made  by  your  Council  with  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  to  undertake  these  duties  has  proved  satisfactory. 
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As  regards  Drainage  there  is  no  regular  system  of  Sewerage,  but  in  the  more 
populous  places  in  Whitchurch  and  Overton,  through  which  the  Kiver  Test  flows,  drains  and 
gutters  have  been  laid  for  the  conveyance  of  surface  water  usually  to  the  river  ;  into  these  a 
good  deal  of  foul  matter  from  the  roads  finds  its  way,  and  also  slop  water  from  sinks  and  back 
premises,  but  in  no  instance  is  any  closet  known  to  connect  with  these  drains.  The  plan  for 
flushing  certain  drains  in  Whitchurch  by  means  of  an  inlet  from  the  river  still  works  well, 
and  the  springs  which  flow  into  the  drain  in  a  part  of  its  course  aid  in  keeping  it  clean  with 
the  help  of  the  Scavenger,  who  sweeps  the  gutters  daily.  During  the  year  all  the  old  closets 
over  the  river,  or  otherwise  known  to  be  connected  with  it,  have  been  altered  and  disconnected. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  by  wells  and  tube  pumps,  attention  being  given 
to  the  covering  of  wells  and  raising  of  kerbs  to  avoid  pollution  from  surface  water.  Samples  of 
water  have  been  examined  from  time  to  time,  and  certificates  for  supply  to  new  houses  granted 
as  required. 

The  Disposal  of  Excrement  in  the  District  is  mainly  on  the  Pail  System  or 
cemented  vaults,  and  the  contents  are  ordered  to  be  emptied  at  regular  intervals  by  the 
Scavenger  of  the  localities  of  Whitchurch  and  Overton  and  carted  away,  the  St.  Mary  Bourne 
locality  not  requiring  a  Scavenger.  House  refuse  and  rubbish  is  removed  by  the  Scavenger  in 
Whitchurch  and  Overton,  who  also  attends  to  the  gutters  and  the  cleansing  of  the  streets. 

Piggeries  near  dwellings  have  as  usual  been  dealt  with  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  in  two  instances  of  serious  nuisance  the  matter  was  specially  dealt 
with  by  your  Council  and  the  nuisance  abated.  The  keeping  of  Poultry  in  cramped  and 
confined  places  close  to  houses  has  been  lessened. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  have  been  inspected,  cleansed  and  whitewashed  as  required. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  inspected  and  improvements  made  as  to 
cleanliness,  ventilation,  and  drainage,  in  conformity  with  the  model  regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  which  were  adopted  in  January,  1905.  Special  attention  has  been  given 
to  this  subject  during  the  year,  the  register  has  been  revised,  and  17  new  cowkeepers  added  to 
it.  Attention  has  been  given  to  the  improvement  of  the  yards,  which,  as  previously  stated, 
were  often  in  a  filthy  condition. 

The  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected  ;  whitewashing  and  sanitation  attended  to  as 
required.  One  was  ordered  to  be  cleansed.  There  is  no  underground  bakehouse  in  the  district. 

Several  old  Cottages  have  been  whitewashed  and  repaired. 

Many  of  the  Cottages  are  too  small  and  incommodious  for  the  number  in  the  family, 
so  leading  to  overcrowding,  which  is  difficult  to  abate,  as  there  is  a  lack  of  larger  cottages. 
Owners  should  be  more  careful  not  to  let  small  cottages  to  large  families.  Several  new  houses 
have  been  built  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  There  is  no  supervision  over  the  erection 
of  new  houses,  and  drainage  sometimes  subsequently  becomes  a  difficulty. 

Inspections  have  been  made  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901.  Attention 
given  to  cleanliness  and  sanitary  conditions,  and  to  dwellings  of  home  workers,  especially  with 
regard  to  infectious  illness,  of  which  there  has  again  been  none  amongst  them  during  the  year* 

When  Infectious  Illness  has  occurred  in  a  house  the  children  have  been  excluded 
from  School  by  notice  to  the  Teachers. 

The  Elementary  Schools  in  the  District  were  improved,  and  put  into  a  good 
sanitary  condition  with  improved  water  supply  during  1905.  On  inspection  the  urinal  at  one 
school  was  found  to  be  blocked  and  overflowing.  In  consequence  of  infectious  illness  in 
connection  with  the  Schools  at  Hurstbourne  Priors  and  Whitchurch,  I  recommended  that  the 
former  be  closed  two  days  before  the  Christmas  holidays  and  disinfected,  and  that  the  latter 
be  disinfected  when  closed  for  the  holidays.  This  was  carried  out  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 
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Many  Inspections  of  the  District  have  been  made,  both  systematic  and  otherwise,  and 
reports  made  to  yonr  Council  of  matters  to  be  dealt  with,  which  have  now  been  attended  to. 
The  scavenging  in  Whitchurch  and  Overton  and  the  cleansing  of  the  streets  has  been  generally 
well  attended  to.  The  dust  nuisance  on  the  roads  has  been  great,  and  the  frequent  passage  of 
the  military  and  motor  cars  through  Overton  and  Whitchurch  has  necessitated  much  watering 
of  the  streets,  the  frequency  of  which  it  is  desirable  should  bo  increased. 

Your  Council  having  recently  considered  and  approved  of  my  suggestion  that  Bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  of  throats  of  persons  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  and  in  other 
instances  as  required,  should  under  certain  circumstances  be  procured,  it  is  hoped  that  the  result 
will  prove  satisfactory  and  in  the  end  economical. 

During  the  year  I  have  been  in  frequent  communication  with  your  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  Mr.  J.  S.  Knight,  who  has  rendered  much  willing  and  valuable  assistance,  and 
submitted  the  following  summary  of  work  carried  out  under  his  supervision  by  order  of  the 
District  Council  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  he  reports  a  general  improvement  in  Dairies
